will give you the grace to looke after theſe things Amen. 
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the woman hath written theiſe things chifely becauſe 
the good Engliſh people thoſe who have the 
feare of God { hould not take her to be Ex- 
communicated but if they { hould happen to ſee 
her receive the holy Sacrement among them, 
that they [hould not ſay unto her as Naomy 
ſayd unto her Daughter in law , according as 
wee read , in the firſt Chapter of the hooke 
of Ruth : My Daughter returne unto thy peo- 
ple the woman would then anſwer humbly mm 
mn mildneſſe as Ruth did , my People 25 your 
People and wy God 15 your God therefore ſend 
me not unto the People of my nation , for they 
have forgotten the truth.
